It is Believed That Buller and Joubert

London. Jan. 19—("Special Cable- 


gram]—The first skirmish between tho 
British and Boers preliminary to the 
impending struggle north of the Tuegla 
river is reported today. It resulted in 
a victory for the British. Gen. Buller 
reports as follows: 


"Speerman's Camp, Jau. 18—The fol- 


lowing was received from Gen. Warren, 
dated yesterday evening: 'Duodonalds 
mounted troop engaged the Boers this 
afternooD west of Acton Homes. I sent 
a detachment of the First Dragoons at 
7p.ro. to reinforce Dundonald, who 
after the fighting occupied the Kopje 
•which he now holds. 
The Boers lost 


Field Cornet Hpilbrun with twenty oth- 
ers killed and wounded and fifteen capt- 
ured. 
Our loss was two privates killed 


and Lieut. Sbaw ond one private se- 
verely wounded.' "

Animal 


Found in New M«x)eo« 


Santa Fe New Mexican: The fossil 


remains of a »trange prehistoric animal 
were discovered recently at Postmaster 
NuSbaum's ranch, at 
Teseuque. Al- 


phonso Dockweiler, who has charge of 
digging a ditch through a ridge on the 
ranch, picked up a piece of petrified 
bone the shape ot a, large tongue, but 
with a row of twelve teeth along what 
seemed to be the tip oE the tongue. He 
dug a little further and found the re- 
mainder of what seemed to be the jaw 
of an animal that was part ichthyosau- 
rus and part plesiosaurus, with some of 
the characteristics of the pterodactyl, 
perhaps. 
The jaw. consisted of abou( 


twenty layers oC bone in the shape of a 
tongue, and each layer was armed with 
a dozen teeth, which showed that the 
animal was herbivorous and not car- 
nivorous. These twenty layers 
were 


evidently the upper jaw of the animal. 
Mr. Dockweiler expects to find the low- 
er Jaw and -perhaps all of the remains 
of the strange animal. As much as he 
has found he will bring to this city 
aud from here ship it to the Smithson- 
ian institution in Washington. 
Two 


layers of the jaw were brought to the 
city by J. G. 'Schumann and shown to 
friends, who were all puzzled by their 
unusual shape. It is well known that 
the surroundings o£ Santa Fe abound 
with submarine fossil remains, which 
seem to prove that- in long-gone-by 
ages the site of the city was covered 
by a. sea.

TO STsP 
LYNCHING. 


Governor Longino, of Mississippi, has 


taken a decided stand against lynch law, 
and offers suggestions of value. He 
recommends the enactment of a law giv- 
ing the family of any person who is 
lynched, legal recourse 
against the 


coiinty, and providing for the recoyery 
of damages through the proper courts. 
He further recommends that in any case 
whore a prisoner is taken from the 
sheriff by a mob. the sheriff's oflice be 
declared vacant. 


These suggestions would appear to 


be sound. If the county in which the 
lynchings occurred was made to pay a 
few 85,000 damage verdicts, the tax 
payers might become more careful in 
the promiscuous use of ropes and six- 
shooters. 


The plan of holding the peace officers 


responsible for prisoners in their custody 
also has merit. ID many 'cases, doubt- 
less, the sheriff has been willing to have 
hia prisoner elevated, and made but 
slight resistance. If he understood, bow- 
ever, that his official head would go into 
the basket with the first lynching, he 
would be apt to reason with the mob, 
and exhaust all his resources, before be 
would surrender his prisoner. 


The southern lynchings have long 


been a dark spot on the snowy page of 
history, and any move to put a stop to 
such lawlessness, is a step in the right 
direction. 
Governor Longino is to be 


commended for the stand he has taken, 
and good citizens generally will lend him 
their support.

Calculated That 1,UOU,OUO,OOO Men Han 


Keen ^acrlflued In Jlatlle. 


Beginning with 
the 
Trojan war, 


which is usually regarded as the ilrst 
chapter in European and Asiatic his- 
tory, It is calculated that war has 
claimed 40,000,000 of men every cen- 
tury. In Europe alone the loss of lives 
every 100 years since the date of that 
war has been between 18,000,000 and 
20,000,000. Three thousand years have 
elapsed since that opening chapter of 
history was enrolled, so that during 
those thirty centuries the almost in- 
conceivable 
number 
of 1,200,000,000 


men, women and children have been 
sacrificed to settle disputes concern- 
ing some few miles of territory, to 
gratify t!;? ambition of some monarch, 
or to soothe the wounded vanity of 
rulevs and states. 
In the wars that 


waged between 1703 and 1815 no few- 
er than 1,900,000 men 
were 
either 


killed outright or died from wounds 
or disease. 
In tiie campaign of I8S2S 


the number was 120,000. In the Cri- 
mean war the losses sustained by the 
four 
countries 
which 
pai'ticipated 


amounted to the terrible figure of 600,- 
000. Ili i.So9 the French and Austrian 
forces suffered to the extent of 63,000, 
while in th§ civil -war in the United 
States the victiins numbered 056,000. 
The Franco-Prussian war caused the 
death of 200,000 and the Russo-Turkish 
War meant de»th to 180,000 men. In 
order to show the fearful 
carnage 


that- may be wrought in one battle, 
two instances in recent wars- are cited. 
In the battle of Gravelotte, fn 1870, the 
combined losses ot the, French and 
Germans V.'ere 44,000 men..killed, and 
in the two cliieil attacks on the strong- 
hold of Plevna, so gallantly defended 
by the Turks under Osman Pasha, the 
Russians and their allies lost 30,00(j 
men. independent of those who dieo 
from wounds atter the battles.

AIR WITHOUT DRAFTS.

It needs no scientific man to tell us 


that plenty of pure ah-, both day and 
night, is absolutely essential to good 
health. It is a self evident fact with 
all intelligent people, but still there are 
many who for certain reasons get along 
•with a small supply of pure air, din-lug 
the night at least. The "certain rea-

•ons" are usually connected with the 
matter of drafts. Many people cannot 
liave a draft of cool air, especially night 
air, upou them when sleeping without 
suffering 
unfavorable 
consequences 


As a choice of evils they prefer to get 
along without the needed fresh air. 


It is possible, however, to avoid a 


current of air from an opcu window 
and still have good ventilation in one's 
rooms, says a writer iu The Ladies 
.World, in preface to suggestions, ac- 
companied 
with illustrations, along 


this line. The illustrations show \\o\\ 
the air on entering a room can be turn- 
ed either to the right or left or can be 
turned up toward the ceiling, the aii 
being thus diffused throughout tbe up- 
per part of the room or turned, if de 
sired, directly down to the floor. 


Fig. 1 shows u device that Is easily 


constructed. 
Two strips of board as 


long as the width of the window, ten 
Inches wide at otic end and curving to 
a point at the other, nre covered on the 
curved edge with the thin board used 
for picture backing and fastened with 
round headed tacks. This affair is then 
put into the window ns shown. It is 
lield there by little hooks and screw 
eyes.

part of the room. A rod of stout wire 
or light iron is bent into the required 
shape aud tightly covered with cloth.

But break them open, and you 
will find each one to be a little tube 
lined with soft and shining silk, and 
containing a whitish caterpillar-like 
larva. This, then, is the solution or 
the puzzle—when the grub wishes to

behind him. But the moment he is 
disturbed or frightened,

walls, and moreover, the shells are not 
always empty. 
Quite often you may 


find living snails securely attached, 
and thus compelled to move about at 
the will of their landlord.
